Gentlemen 

I herewith  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  Brigg 
Urban  District  for  the  year  1944  with  a Summary  of  vital  statistics 
for  the  period  1939-1943.  Owing  to  the  war  it  was  not  possible 
to  render  a report  in  detail  for  those  years  at  the  time.  This 
was  due  to  increased  work,  largely  at  night  on  Civil  Defence 
Services  including  Lectures,  Practical  Instruction  and  examination 
of  the  Local  Civil  Defence  Personnel.  I was  also  in  charge  of  the 
Mobile  Ambulance  Unit  (First  Aid  Post)  for  Brigg  and  district. 
Records  however  of  these  years  have  been  carefully  kept  through- 
out. 


I am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  J.  Magrath,  Clerk  to  the  Council, 
for  assistance  in  the  conduct  and  recording  of  Diphtheria  Im- 
munization Sessions.  I also  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to 
Mr.  N.  D.  Preston,  Sanitary  Inspector  for  part  of  the  information 
contained  in  this  report.  Herein  contained  is  also  the  Report  of 
the  present  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  Anderson  to 
whom  I am  also  indebted.

AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS 

During  the  war  years  a First-Aid  post  was  established  at 
the  Clinic  Bigby  Road  and  a continual  rota  of  Duty  on  alerts 
was  maintained.  The  personnel  were  both  male  and  female  and 
a Mobile  First  Aid  Post  with  complete  equipment  to  deal  with 
casualties  on  the  spot  was  maintained.  Weekly  practices  and 
Lectures  and  Instruction  in  First  Aid  were  given.  A large  number 
of  the  Personnel  were  members  of  Lincoln  14  V.A.D.  Detachment 
British  Red  Cross.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  in  charge. 
He  also  gave  Instruction  in  First  Aid  and  examined.  Police,  Fire 
Service,  Wardens,  Factory  Workers  and  classes  at  Broughton, 
Wrawby  and  Scawby. 

One  Medical  Practitioner  was  absent  from  Brigg  on  Military 
Service,  from  1939  to  1945. 
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HEALTH  OF  THE  DISTRICT  DURING  THE  WAR  YEARS 

This  was  good  on  the  whole  and  with  the  exception  of  epi- 
demics of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles  and  Chickenpox,  compares 
favourably  with  previous  years  (See  table  of  Infectious  Disease.) 
With  regard  to  the  Scarlet  Fever  this  was  coincident  with  epi- 
demics in  neighbouring  Sanitary  areas  and  as  far  as  Brigg  is 
concerned  the  figures  are  increased  by  the  presence  in  Brigg  of 
Educational  Establishments  which  have  a daily  as  well  as  a 
resident  population.  Isolation  and  segregation  does  not  always 
control  re-infection. 

The  Scarlet  fever  was  of  a very  mild  type. 

Measles  and  Chickenpox  also  were  epidemic  (see  table)  but 
it  must  be  remembered  that  this  occurred  generally  throughout 
the  Country.  These  two  diseases  were  made  notifiable  in  1940. 
This  also  applies  to  whooping  cough. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Pneumonia  Rate  of  Incidence  is 
high.  No  doubt  this  was  due  to  dietary  restrictions  and  the 
change  of  occupations  and  habits  resulting  from  war  conditions. 

During  the  war  all  military  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
notified  to  your  medical  officer  and  their  Isolation  in  Hospital 
was  conducted  through  the  ordinary  Civilian  channels.

CLERICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 

During  the  war  the  County  Laboratory  has  been  closed. 
This  work  is  now  done  by  Dr.  Crowle,  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Technical  College,  Lincoln. 


SCHOOLS 

The  condition  of  the  Schools  as  regards  sanitation  is  excellent. 
Increased  accommodation  is  recpiired  by  nearly  all  of  them.  The 
premises  of  the  Brigg  Catholic  School  could  be  modernised  with 
advantage.  This  is  also  true  of  the  Brigg’s  Infants  Elementary 
School. 

I would  again  emphasize  the  advantages  of  Gymnasia  in  all 
Schools. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

During  the  War  years  the  incidence  of  major  Infectious 
disease  was  very  low.  This  may  be  attributed  to  increased  open 
air  work,  extra  milk  and  meals  for  School  children  and  Diphtheria 
Immunization.  It  is  the  more  noteworthy  in  that  this  area  from 
the  proximity  of  troops  was  exposed  to  more  risk  of  inward 
Infection.  The  total  of  Diseases  is  shewn  in  tabular  form  in  this 
report,  (table  A). 

During  1940  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  made 
notifiable. 

In  1939  a severe  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred  in  Brigg  in 
common  with  most  other  parts  of  England.  This  continued  into 
1940.  In  1944  there  was  a small  epidemic  of  Whooping  Cough 
of  a mild  type. 

In  1942,  1943  and  1944,  Scarlet  fever  figures  were  high  in 
common  with  the  neighbouring  areas.  Of  these  cases  those  in 
1944  were  increased  by  contact  cases  in  a local  educational 
establishment  drawing  puplis  from  a wide  area.  This  was  quite 
inevitable.  Total  cases  in  area  in  1944  numbered  28. 

The  figures  for  Diphtheria,  6 cases  during  8 years,  are  a triumph 
for  Immunization.  In  the  late  Summer  of  1944  there  were  37 
cases  of  Whooping  Cough. 

It  will  be  noted  that  from  1939  onwards  Pneumonia  shewed 
a marked  increase.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

Brigg  is  a small  district  and  therefore  does  not  provide  useful 
Statistics  as  regards  Tuberculosis.  Cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis notified  during  1944  numbered  2 both  males,  ages  19  and 
25  years.  No  female  cases  occurred.  Two  cases  were  added  to 
the  Register  both  males  from  the  services.  These  however  were 
not  resident  in  Brigg  at  the  time.  There  were  3 deaths  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  all  females.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNIZATION 

In  1941  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  issued  a notice  to  all  house- 
holders and  parents  of  children  enclosing  a card  for  completion 
and  offering  Immunization  Free.  Very  numerous  sessions  have 
been  held  mostly  at  Glebe  Road  Schools  and  about  75%  of  the 
towns  children  have  been  immunized  against  Diphtheria.  Co- 
incidentally, Children  under  School  age  have  been  immunized  by 
private  practioners  and  by  the  Infant  Welfare  and  School  clinics 
of  the  Lindsey  County  Council.
